WOOD A SH E S A S F E R T IL IZ E R .

Wood ashes are probably the most 
perfect and

the Ohio Experiment Station. 
Ac- 
t i ding to this, unleached wo< d ashes 
,re t valuable fertilizer, as thirty- 
s-ver per cent is plant food, or 710 
, ounds to the ton 
As the potash in 
ishes is easily soluble it must be kept 
under cover or the potash will leach 
out. 
Wood ashes should not be mix­ 
ed with organic fertilizer as chicken 
n .inure or stable fertilizer, for the 
lime in the ashes has an eft ct on 
the nitrogen in f the fertilizer that 
causes it to escape in the air. 
ft is estimated that a cord of hard 
wood will produce aiiout IO pounds 
of ashes, and a cord of soft wood 
will produce a little less, and have 
i third less potash content than the 
ashes of hard-weod. 
Coal ashes, 
clinkers and flue dust has little or 
no fertilizer value, and are entirely 
different from wood ashes. 
Their; 
chief value if for use on heavy soils 
is miking it more loose and porous, 
and on light sandy land it makes it 
tighter and more compact. 
As ashes contain more potash than 
phosphorous, best results are obtained i 
when using ashes, if the two elements 
are balanced in some way.

Many persons are asking A. & 
M. College what to do about cattle 
flies. 
R. R. Reppert, Extension En- 
timologist, is replying by giving the 
Kansas Agricultural College formula, 
as follows: 
Resin (pulverized) 2 parts 
Soap shavings, I part 
Fish oil, I part. 
Water, H part. 
Boil together until the resin is 
dissolved. 
Add three parts more of water and 
boil for two minutes longer, 
j 
Then add: 
Oil of Tar, I part 
Kerosene, ? part. 
Thoroughly mix and boil for 15 
minutes longer. 
After cooling apply to the animal 
as a spray. 
To further increase *ho 
effectiveness, add 1-3 part each of 
crude carbolic acid and of sulphur. 
This may be irritating to animals 
th;1.: have been working or are over­ 
heated, and under such condition* 
may blister or cause tho hair to fall 
out. 
This must be taken into ac­ 
count when applying. 
It must be remembered that the 
control of cattle flies is very dif­ 
ficult and that no remedy will give 
perfect satisfaction. 
The above for­ 
mula is a repellent only, and its ef­ 
fectiveness lessens the longer it has 
been sprayed on the animal. 
O rdi­ 
narily one application a day will give 
fair result:- but in especially bother­ 
some times more frequent spraying 
is recommended. 


HOT WEATHER SUGGESTIONS 
FOR SAFELY SHIPPING HOGS. 


Members of cooperative livestock 
shipping associations when market­

Of the many methods tried for the 
control of Texas root rot, a destruc­ 
tive disease of cotton, alfalfa, and 
numerous other crops in Texas and 
nome of the irrigated valleys of the 
Southwest, allowing the land to lie 
idle with clean culture for two sea­ 
sons promises to be the most prac­ 
ticable, according to the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 
Inves­ 
tigations were started in 1907* and 
conducted at the department field 
stations in Texas and Arizona. 
Cotton root rot is caused by a 
fungus living in the soil. 
It was 
considered that the disease might sur­ 
vive on the roots of grasses or other 
plants which it does not kill. 
This 
belief led to the clean fallow tests. 
Two years of clean fallow resulted 
in the production of a normal crop 
of cotton uninfested at any point in 
the test plot, while some infestation 
still remained in the plot fallowed 
but one year. 
While these testa are 
favorable to clean fallow as a means 
of eradicating the infestation, the 
method must be regarded as still in 
the experimental stage. 
, Tests made at Sacaton, Arn., de­ 
monstrated that small isolated areas 
of Texas root-rot infestation could 
be controlled by saturating the in­ 
fested soil arith formaldehyde (I to 
IOO solution). 
A small 'fJfct, on 
which 92 pee cent of the cotton plants 
bad died of root rot, was irrigated 
with this solution by means of a 
>treet-sprinkling tank and later by 
2 acre-inches of irrigation 
water. 
The cottonseed was planted five days 
later. 
The entire area infested at 
the end of the season amounted to 
only 6.9 per cent. 
This method may 
prove to be useful for small isolated 
spots of infestation occurring on a 
aluable piece of land. 
Also it was 
found in Arizona that root-rot in­ 
ju r y to cotton was reduced by the 
application of barnyard manure. 


CARE O F S H IP P E D H A T C H IN G 
EG G S. 


By W a lter L. M onk. 
Sometimes eggs which nave been 
shipped a distance fail to give satis­ 
faction to the buyer. 
A man who 
buys eggs should expect to take cer- 
fain risks that the buyer aUo has to 
take. 
Eggs properly packed f' r 
shipment will arrive resting on the 
end and the first thing to do upon 
their arrival is to unpack m d lay 
**ach egg upon its side and let lie 
for twenty-four hours before setting. 
After standing edgewise for sevei- 
al days the yolks will be all on one 
side of the eggs, and by letting them 
test a few hours the yolks will spread 
to their original shape. 
As a good 
hatch depends somewhat upon clean 
surroundings have a clean nest ready 
for them or if the incubator needs 
it. disinfect It. 
Eggs should be shipped in a bas­ 
ket with a cushion of excelsior. Each 
egg should be wrapped in paper and 
then (wrapped in excelsior. 
Exel- 
sior being of a spongy nature, eggs 
can be shipped quite a distance. Not 
over fifty eggs should be shipped in 
one box or basket, so that there will 
be plenty of room to prevent break- 
mg. 
Even when carefully packed, 
eggs will not stand too much rough 
handling* therefore, they should be 
plainly marked so that railway em­ 
ployees can tell what they are. 
In 
case that eggs are ruined in trans­ 
portation, if it can be proved that 
they are carefully packed and mark­ 
ed plainly, claims made to the trans­ 
portation company will usually be 
honored. 
Most shippers send a few 
eggs than were ordered to make 
UP for any broken eggs.
